M’Quarrie Urges
Pension Reform

More than 166 people attended
a political rally under the aus-
pices .of the Democratic Service
club of the 66th Assembly Dis-
trict at the home of Mrs. Clara
Conlon, at 1207 West 7ist street,
last Saturday night. Dr. Charles
W. McQuarrie, = Congressional
chairman and democratic candi-
date for Congress in the 17th
district, delivered the main ad-
dress. James J. O'Toole, candi-
date for assembly was intro-
duced.

In his speech Dr. McQuarrie
stressed the need of an adequate
old age pension system to pro-
vide opportunity for the youth
of the nation to obtain employ-
ment as well as to guarantee
security to those too old to work.
“Only by ' maintaining the pur-
chasing power of those who, be-
cause of age and infirmities,
are unable to work, can we be
sure there will be sufficient de-
mand for goods and services to
insure -full employment for ‘our
young people,” McQuarrie -de-
clared.

Our monetary system will
have to be reformed to take care
of the prosperity secured by this
new pensioning program, Mec-
Quarrie pointed out. He stated
that unless money circulates
freely there can be no prosper-
lty ‘The Binderup Bill, calling
for. taking the power of printing
money away from banks and re-
turning it to the government
through a government owned
central bank, was praised by
McQuarrie. ' He averred : that
passage of this bill would imme-
diately create a credit reserve
of over six billion dollars, or
enough to start payments on a
national pension of $60
per month without increas-
ing the. tax load. The contem-
plated two percent gross income
tax, called for in the General
Welfare Aqt, would be the logi-
cal method of financing this na-
tional pension system, he stated.

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State Sets New
Voter Record

The final California registra-
tion figures for the August 30
primaries credit Democrats with
a sizeable gain of 528,615 voters
while’ Republicans lost ground
to the number of 174,404, based
on the primary registration in
1034, g

The grand total of 3,437,242 is
the greatest registration in the
history of California. The total
registration in Torrance—4,687—
and' in Lomita—3,280—are also
new local records.

Democrats now have a total
of 2,022,726, 'more than seven per-
cent higher than two years ago
and a margin of 779,324 over the
Republican total of 1,243,402 vof-
ers. The Republicans lost only
105 over the G.O.P. figure of two
years ago but lagged an addi-
tional 140,712 voters behind the
Democrats in a comparison with
1936 figures.

California——now ranks-—fifth
among the states in total regis-
tration, being topped only by
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois
and Ohio, The most amazing
fact was the almost 145 pércent
gain in the Progressive party,
which jumped from 4,128 in 1034
to almost 12,000 this year. The
boost was directly attributable
to the contest between Raymond
L. Haight and Culbert L. Olson
for the party nomination. Haight
is a registered Progressive and
figured to get on the Novertiber
ballot regardless of his vote as
a Republican and Democrat. But
Olson slipped his mame on the
Progressive ticket at the last
minute and hopes to, win that
vote as well-as that of his own
